The Fruit & Truck Branch Experi- 


inent Station last year attracted ap- 
proximately 13,000 visitors from 55 
counties of Arkansas and from several 
states in the Union, G. W. Ware, as- 
sistant director in charge of the station, 
told Hope Kiwanis club at its luncheon 
meeting Tuesday noon at New Capital 
hotel. 


He said the actual visitors, however, 


would total a greater number, but that 
he wa.s only using the number of per- 
sons that had registered at the station 
during 16 farm meetings last year. 


Appearing on the program a.s guest 


speaker, he told of the many hundreds 
of experiments that had been conduct- 
ed since the suit ion was established 
about 10 years ago. and of the benefit 
to farmers of southwest Arkansas. 


He said the station was established 


to determine farming facts and to 
eliminate guess work. 


Hompslead county farmers have be- 


come the best growers of Irish pota- 
toes in Arkansas a.s n result of a 6-year 
e.\i>erimcnt at the station, Mr. Ware 
said. 


He said that farmers here 10 years 


ago weie only yielding from 10 to 15 
bushels of potatoes per acre, as com- 
pared to a high yield at present of 125 
bushels per acre. 


He said that an experiment at the 


station with Irish potatoes showed a 
yield of ,'13 bushels of potatoes on land 
not fertilized, and 150 bushels where 
$1H worth of fertili/.er was used per 
aci e. 


He told of experiments with peach 


trees and said that within a short time 
experiments would determine import- 
ant information to fruit growers of 
the Nashville peach area. 


He predicted that variety tests of 


cotton at the station would soon de- 
termine the l>esl cotton seed for condi- 
tions of southwest Arkansas which 
would standardize the production of 
cotton.

Today the Wagner Labor 
Relations act is sustained. If today 
the court, is right, then yesterday, for- 
sooth, the court wa.s wrong, 


"The court is as variable as the wind, 


and the people wonder how long they 
are to l>e the victims of its instability. 
Obviously the situation needs change. 
The president's court plan is the im- 
mediate answer." 


William Green, president of the 


American Federation of Labor, for 
which Lewis and his industrial union 
allies have been suspended for ••in- 
surrection," hailed the court's de- 
cisions a.s "a triumphant achievement" 
for the A. F. of L. Recalling that the 
federation fought hard for enactment 
of the labor relations law. Green said: 


"Labor will now be free to organize 


without fear of discrimination and 
persecution. A new impetus will be 
.liven the organized labor movement. 
It means the end of company unions." 


Secretai.v of Labor Perkins said the 


lecisions "in (he manufacturing cases 
are of great .significance." 


"They illustrate conclusively that the 


constitution is indeed broad enough 
to give congress power to deal with our

Six-Month Offer to 


Hempstead County 


LAST VOTE IN 1916 


Council Completes Pur- * 


chase of School Prop- 


erty for $15,000 


Removal of the Hempstead county- 


scat from Washington to Hope was re- 
vived Tuesday for the first time in 21 
years. 


This news appeared in the wake of an 


executive session of the Hope city 
council Monday night when the city 
government 
having accepted title 


from the Hope school board to the old 
Garland high school property, prompt- 
ly tendered it to the Hempstead coun» 
ty government as the site of a court- 
house. 


6-Month Offer 


The exact action was this: 
The city council unanimously adopt- 


ed a motion asking that a proper reso- 
lution be submitted at its next-meet- 
ing, the resolution offering to donate 
to the county government the one- 
block Garland school location as a ' 
courthouse site provided the county- 
seat is moved from Washington to 
Hope within six months. 


The formal purpose of Monday's 


special meeting of the council was to 
accept title to the Garland school 
property, which the city had purchas- 
ed from the Hope school board in 1933 
for ?15,000. The deal included the en- 
tire Garland property except the small 
frame building adjacent to the brick 
structure. The school authorities re£: 
served this frame building, which will 
be "traded in" oh;a National Youth 
Administration (NYA) project to build 
a manual training' department biuld- f 
ing on the new high school grounds. 


There was no comment in official 


circles Tuesday regarding the pro- 
posal to move the county-seat. 


Under the law a petition must be cir- 


culated calling a special election. The 
petition is then submitted to the coun- 
ty judge; and if the required percent- 
age of signatures is obtained, then the 
election is ordered held, somewhat af- 
ter the manner of local option elec- 
tions. 


Other Election in 1916 


Hempstead county's other county- 


seat election was held about 1916. 


In that election 21 years ago Hope at 


first appeared to be successful, but 
in the subsequent circuit court con- 
test so many illegal votes were re- 
vealed on both sides that the court 
ordered the election invalidated. 


At one time the records and county 


safes were actually brought to Hope— 
but their stay here was brief. After 
a new court decision the Washington 
adherents descended on Hope suddenly 
with log-wagons and guards, loaded 
up the records and safes, and returned 
them promptly to the courthouse. 
Hope never was actually recognized as 
the county-seat. 


The county-seat town of Washing- 


ton, whose last federal population 
figure is 457, is the seat of one of the 
five original counties of Arkansas— 
Hempstead, organized in 1818 when the 
state was a territory, antedating the 
state government itself, organized in 
1836. 


Hope, with a federal census figure 


of 6,008, did not exist in xhe first half- 
century. The city sprang up from the 
praric with the coming of the Cairo & 
Fulton railroad (Missouri Pacific) in 
1873, and was incorporated in 1875.

Since it is a communicable disease 


passing from one person to another 
people who are fatigued, undernour- 
ished, or subject to colds ahoulxl be 
particularly careful to avoid contact 
with anyone who has pneumonia. The 
germs leave the body of the victim 
with the discharge from mouth and 
nose, and enter the bodies of those 


carry pneumonia germs without them- 
selves suffering acutely from the dis- 
ease. Fortunately, these germs do not 
thrive in the presence of sunlight and 
air; otherwise the disease would be 
much more common. 


The germ ordinarily does not multi- 


ply outside of the body. Yet it ac- 
tually may live for months in the dust 
of a room in which a person who has 
had pneumonia has deposited his spu- 
tum. The fact that various pneu- 
mococci are found in the mouths and 
throats' of healthy people, of course, is 
•inother reason why it is so difficult to 
>tamp out this disease. 


Pneumonia affects alcoholics more 


frequently than other people, and it is 
likely to attack those who are "run 
down." For this reason, it is especially 
dangerous to the aged and to people 
enfeebled by other conditions. 


Pneumonia that follows a severe 


operation is commonly called "post- 
operative pneumonia."

That may be the effect on a day-to- 


day basis. But every four years there 
is a Presidential election and it is the 
effect of this period of uncertainty 
which is wrinkling business brows. 
Every four years in times past busi- 
ness ha.s gone into a period of hes- 
itancy during the election campaign. 


In the past it was largely the tariff 


issue that caused hesitancy. While that 
ha.s been greatly reduced as a political 
issue, there have arisen new factors 
of government control in banking, se- 
curity marketing, labor legislation and 
crop control.

this nation, and far transcends any 
service which women could render on 
juries." 


It is because of woman's belief in the 


utterance of Judge Cooper that she is 
asking for jury service in states where 
she- does not have it. The fact that she 
is so closely allied to the problems of 
youth gives her a clarity of perception 


and an insight into effects that men 
may miss. The esteemed justice may 
believe that he is arguing against wo- 
men jurors but he uses one of their 
own weapons for his defense. 


Then, too, the epidemic of sex crimes 


against women and children augurs 
that we need women on juries. Wo- 
men and children suffer from sex 
maniacs. Naturally women are more 
concerned than men over legislation 
involving such cases, The unveiling j 
of records recently has shown that 
men haven't been any too proficient in 
protecting women from this menace.
